Where markethat thefinger muſt belaid crofle the Fret often; nay, very oftentimes, 
(though you finde butone Letter of a kinde inthat Frer,)that the other may be the ſwikt- 
lier ſtopped, which cannot by any certaine Rule but onely by vſe be learned. And know 
beſides the famegriffes the Letters differ not, yetare nor ſtopt alwaies after the ſame fort,by

reaſon former or ſubſequent ſtops,which thing thou muſt diligently marke.For the letter 


C I thinke there is noletle controuerſie about it: for ſome men doe ſtop two Cs in the ſame 
Fret : when no Letter but 4 goes with them, with the ſecond and third finger very ele- 
gantly : Ialwayes ſtop itwith the firſt and ſecond finger, vnleſſe it happen that B be in the 


. ſame griffe, for then of neceffitie muſt the two Cs be ſtopped with the ſecond and third 


fingers,Bur if the ſaid two C 5,and with them other letters then 4, you muſt lay your finger 
croſle the fret,though not alwayes yet moſt an end,if thoſe letters be vnder C which other- 
wiſe ſhould according totheRule be ſtopped withthe ſecond finger, vnleſſe it chance that 
after the gritfec wherein it is played, another C follows immediately in ſome other ſtring : 
Becauſe to the end the firſt,namely, the Letter which is ſet in ſome Baſe may the better be 
held, itrmuſtneeds be ſtopped with the firſt finger. And this ſball ſuffice forthe Letter C: 
more and more certaine Rules you ſhall gather by vſe and praiſe, yet haue I ſer downe 


ſome examples, leſtrhe obſcurenefle of theſe things T haue deliuered mighthinder thee. 
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And many cther belides which muſt be done in this manner. 
For the Letter D,1I ſaid before it muſtbe ſtoppedwith the thirdandfourth fingers:there- 


fore the Rulewill hold in my opinion,whether two Ds being in one ſtop haue no other Ler- 


ter betwixt them; or haue one Letter or_more betwixtthem: yet thus that the D on the 


lefſe ſtrings be ſtopped withthe fourth finger, and the D on the great ſtrings,with the third 
finger: and if happily three Ds come together, you may for the moſt part vle the ſecond, 
third and fourth fingers,orlay your finger croſle the Fret, as thoſe ſtops which goe before 


or follow will beareit: of this Rule ler thisalſo be an example. 
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Theſane order you may keepe in the lower Frets, onely in them for the molt part (and 
very often) wee vietolay the finger crofſethe Fret for more cafineſle. 


Of Holding ' ThereforelI willnow ſpeakeot holding the fingers vpon a ſtring,which is in this part ve- * 


_ ry neceffary : becauſe nothing is more ſweete, then when thoſe parts (the mothers of 
Harmon) aterightly combined, which cannotbe if the fingers be ſodaincly taken from 
the ſtrings: for that voyceperitheth ſodainely, when the ſtopping thereof is ended. And 
befides, nothing is more vncomely,then to haue the left hand moued vp and downe often, 
and by that meanes to occafton too much motion of the arme, which is with all care to 
beauoided. Beſides, by ſtaying the fingers ona firing youſhall focafily run vp and downe 
vpon the necke of your Lv 7x at yourpleaſure, that the very handling of it, (after alictle 
labour and time patiently borne) will be no more troubleſome to you then a pleaſant 
walke.Therefore kcepe your fingers in what ſtrings ſocuer you ſtrike, (eſpecially when you 
ſtrike the Baſe) whileſt the other fingers are ſtopping other ſtops, and remouethemnor till 
another Note come, which doth immediately tall vpon another Baſe, orſome other part. 
And if you may,hold theBaſc and the Treble together, if there be certaine middle Notes 
to be expreſſed: but if you may nor for want of more fingers, take away that finger for the 
moſt partwhich ſtops the Treble: for it were betterthar Note periſhthen a Baſe,Generally 
cake this tor a Rule, the fingers muſt not be taken from the ſtrings, without it beneceſlary : 
yet take heed whilſt youplay Diminntions, that one Note giue place to another, and be 
not held with the Note following. Thus much for the ftaying of the fingers on a ſtring, 

' and of the vſageof the left hand, ſhall ſuffice fortheir vſe which are meerely ignorant,to 

| beſlightly ſpoken,whercot one cannotdeliuer ſuch plaine and certaine precepts,as hemay 

of the right hand, the vſe whereof tomy power Iwill now ſet downe. ; 

For thevſeof -Firſh, fer your little finger on the belly of the L vr x, not towards the Roſe, bur a little 
the right hand, ſower, verch out your Thombe with all the force you can, eſpecially if thy Thombe be 
| ſhort,{othatthe other fingers may be carryed ina manner of a fiſt, and let the Thombe 

beheld higherthen them, this in the beginning will be hard. Yet they which haue aſhore 
Thombe may imitate thoſe which ſtrike rhe ſtrings with the Thombe vnder the other 

| fngers,whichthough it benothing fo elegant, yet to them it willbemore cakie. 
Now chooſing one of theſe kindes, learne firſt to ſtrike the ſtrings more hard and 
| cleare,whether they be one or more that are to be ftricken: and that you may ſtrike them 
with the right fingers, marke whether one ſtring or more ſtrings then one are to be 
ſtricken: if more then one, Keeperhis rule, let two ſtrings which ſtand cloſe together be 
ſtroken with the Thombe and fore-fingers: if two ſtrings be diftant one from another ſo 

_ that there be one or two ſtrings betwixt them; ſtrike them with the Thombe and middle 
finger: ſtrike alſothree ſtrings,with the Thombe, the fore-finger and middle finger :toure 
ſtrings with all the other fingers (excepting the little finger,) it more be to be {troken (as 

_ ofttherebe) keeping the fame order withyour fingers, letthe Thombe and the tore-finger 

firike cach of them two ſtrings, if ſo many beto beſtroken. 
Toknowhow  Nowthat you may know with which finger youmuſt ſtrike thoſe notes whichare found 
WALLIS alone without the Griffes,examine diligentlie the meaſure that each hath to itallotred,and 
ris 7a ifa letter beſet immediatlie after any Griffe,which letter is of the ſame meaſure with the 
full tops, Griffe,then whenyou haue played that Griffe, you muſt needes begin the Note following 

_ withyourfore-finger at all times,and afterwards vie the Thombe it you meet a third note, 
and fo goe forwards by dggrees, keeping ſuch order with the Thombe and tore-finger,ſo 
that as long as you play in that meafureyou begin nothing with the-thombe twiſe to- 

ether,nor follow with thefore-finger twiſe together, till you come to a letteror Griffe 
wherethe-meaſure chaunges; which letter (if it were alone) muſt needes be ſtroke with the 

Thombear allrimes. But if after the grifte you finde a Note which hath oueritany change 

of time, then hauing played that Grifte,begin the Note following with the Thombe,ſtay-

may more fitly,nay muſt all be ſtrooke with the Thombe,and moſt commonly ſo they are 
ſtroken,although this time R be put rothem, as you ſhall more cafily ſee in the example 
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Neceſlarie Obſeruations 


I could withyou take as much paines in marking the Meaſures,as inthe other former 
rules, eſpecially it you be a beginner be not too haſtic in handling the Ly x +, for I dare 
promiſe you faithfully and without deceit, that nothing is more fit to ſecond this buſineſſe 
then patience inthe pagnny : for nothing can begotten in an inſtant,and you muſt nor 
thinke to play your leflons preſently at firſt ſight, for thar is impoſsible, Wherforetake no 
other care bur onely to {trike all the Griffes and Notes that are inthe middle betwixt them 
well and plainely,though ſlowly : for within a while, whether you will or no,you will geta 


; habitof {wittneſſe. Neither can yqu get that cleerc expreſsing of Notes, vnlefſe you doe 


Vie yourfelfe to that inthe beginifing: which cleane delivery euery man that fauours Mu- 


ſicke, doth farre preferre before all the ſiviftneſſe and vnreaſonable noyſe that can be. 


This moreT will teſt you, you muſt be carefull when you begirine to learne to carry your 
body comely, and theright hand ſtedely. Sometherebe that binde their right hand with 
a napkin or girdle whilſt they play vpon the Ly 12, that they may ſeeme to moue nothing 
bur their fingers & + arp oy you mult vſe fo that in running they may ſeeme ſcarcely 
robe moued: in like fort muſt you vie the Thombe and the fore-finger. 


_ . Youſthould haue ſome rules for the ſweet reliſhes and ſhakes if they could be expreſſed 


| here, as they are on the LvTsz: but ſeeing they cannot by ſpeach or writing be expreſ- 


ſed, thou wert belt ro imitate ſome cunning player,or get them by thine owne praCtiſe,one- 
ly take heed, leaſt in making too many ſhakes thou hinder the perfeQion of the Notes. 
In ſomme, if you affe& biting ſounds, as ſome men call them, which may very well be 


' vied, yer vie them not in your running, and vſcthem not at all but when you iudgethem 


decent. 
Take this for a farewell: that this diuine Art,which at this time is by ſo great men fol- 
lowed, = _j8 to be vſed by thee with that great gracefulneſſe which is fi for learned 


men to vic,and with a kinde of maicſtic : yea,ſo thatthou haue any skill in it be not aſha- 
medat therequeſtof honeſt friends toſhew thy cunning: butif thou chanceſt to get an ha- 
bir of perfection, prophanenot the Goddefle,with making thy ſelfe cheape for a ſlight 


ine. | E's 
I haue ſer downe no rules, for tranſpoſing out of Muſicke to the Scale of the Lv re, 


becauſe you haue that deliuered inthe moſt elegant field of Emanuel Adrianus,an excel- 


lent Muſitian,and in many other Bookes.Therefore take in good part this one Methode of 
practiſing on the Lv 7z howſocuer it be: compoſed in ſuch fortas an ingenious man,and 
onethat profeſſeth another Art could attayne vnto: recciueitI ſay with as kinde a heart as 
I offer it with, and fo I ſhall be ready hercafter to furniſh thee with ſome other worke of 
mine ownemore ſcrious.

Hen wee take in hand to inſtruct or teach a man on the LvTe, wee 
£& doe ſuppoſe that hee knoweth before (be hee neuer fo rude) what a 


3 conuenient for a Teacher to ſtand vpon euery ſmall point and marter 
that may be thought appertayning to the Art of Lute-playing, bur 
: [c toleaue and let paſſe ouer ſome things,as apparant of themſelues,or 
22 caſic to be diſcerned of every learner, by Nature, Senſe, Reafon,or 
common Experience, and therefore we will onely entreat and giue 
reſolution of thoſe things which are moſt need{ull : of which chafing of Zute-ſtrings isnot 
the leaſt, Ordinarily therefore wee chooſe Lure-ſtrinps by the frethneſle, or new making : 
the which appeares vnto vs by their cleere and oylineſle,as they lye in the Boxe or bundle; 
yet herein we are often decciued, for Oyle at any time will make ſtrings looke cleere, and 
therefore this tricke is roo too commonly vicd to them when they are old. 

Now becauſe Trebles are the principall ſtrings wee needeto get,chooſethem of a faire 
and clecre whitiſh gray,or aſh-colour,and rake one of the knors in your hand,bur lerir nor 
be too ſmall, for thoſe giue no ſound, befides they will be either rotten for lacke of ſub-= 
ſtance, or extreame falſe. Alſo;open the boutes of one of the ends of the Knot, and then 
hold it vp againft the light, and Tooke tharit be round and ſmooth : but if you dilcerneit 
to be curlie, as rhethread of a curled Cypris,or horſe hayre,(which you may as well fecle 
as ſee) then refuſe them, although they be both clecre and ſtrong, becauſethoſe ftrings 
were not well twiſted, and therefore will neuer be true on the Inftrument. For trying the 
ſtrength of theſe firings, ſome doeſet the top of their fore or middle finger on one of the 
ends of the Knot, which if they finde ſiffe, they hould them then as good; bur if it bend 
as wee ſay, through a dankiſh weakeneſle, then they arenorſtcong. Some againe doe take 
the end of the ſtring between their teeth, and theyplucke ir, andthereby if it breake faſeld 
at the end, then it 15 ſtrong, bur if it breake ſtubbed then it is weake. This Rule alfo 1s 
| houlden tor thebreaking ot a ſtring betweene the hands. The beſtway,js ro plncke our an 
cad of the ſtring (if the ſeller will ſuffer you, if hee will nor afſare your ſelfe that choſe 
ſtringswhich heeſheweth you are old or mingled Jand then looke for the cleernefſe and 
faulrs before ſpoken, as allo for faſcling with little hayres. Andagainelooke amongtthe 
boutes, at one end of the Knot, that theitring be notparted, I meane one peece grear and 
another ſmall, then draw it hard betweene your hands, to try the ſtrength, which done, 


hould it vp againe againſt the light betrweene your hands, and marke whether it be cleere 


a5 before; if itbenotbut looke muddie,as abrowne thread, ſuch rings are old, and have 
beene rubbed oner withoyleto makethem cleere. This choofingof ſtrings isnotalonefor 
Trebles, butalfo for ſmall and great Means : greater ftrings though they be ouldare det- 
ter to be borne withall, ſo the colour be good, bit if they be freth and new rhey will be 
clecre againſithe light, though their colour beblackiſh, 

Now againe ſome old ſtrings will hould well the ſtretching berweene your hands, yet 
when you ſet them on the Inſtrument they will ſticke, (and rife by ſtarts) in the Nut,and

Lrhough it maybe thought we doe not herein keepe a good Decorum,becauke our 
diſcourte is firſtof tretting the Lute,rather then of Tuning,whichis moſt commonly 

vicd: yetfor that we mcane this to Schollers, and not Maiſters ({ecing both thelc things 
arcſo needefull)I haue rather choſen this ſubiect firſt, hoping hereby to make rhe eafter in- 
duction to Tuning: which part is notthe leaſt, and of moſtdefired,becaule between Freumng 
and Tuning there is S:mphonze by Anriphonie, that is to fay, throughthe winding vp and; 
letting downe of the firings, an Accord: rifeth from Dilcord, ſo as of contrary Nores is 
compoſed a fweet Tune, which doth concurre and after a fort of meeting rogether, 
brtag foorth by their agreement thatſound which pleaſeth the Eare. Vheretore as that 
famous Maiſter in Mulicke Andreas Ornithoparcus, faith in lib.r. cap.3.of his Mrerolooms : 
a vOyce 15 compact of a Key and a Sillable : cuen ſo here the ſounds on the Lute, by which 
a Tenor of Notes may beexpreſled) are compa of a ftoppe and a ſtrokezwhote diftinQi» 
on 15 ſhewed by Strings called of the auncient Mulitions Prhoneos,/and allo by Frets cal- 
led Nerui, Glarianis lib, 1. Deavcha. Now thele frets of late yeeres were but ſcauenin num- 
ber, as witneſſeth Hans Gerle Luteniſt, Citizen and Lute-maker of Nurenbaree, (tor fo 
heſtilech himſelte in his booke of Tableture,printed 1533.) and ſothe ſeauenth frer-(accor- 
ding to the Monochord in the Diatonike order) refted vpon the Diipente. Yetpreſcntly 
after there was added an cight fret: for my ſelfe was borne bur thirty yeeres after Jars 
Gerles booke was printed, and all the Lutes which I can remember vied eight frets, and 
locnded arthe Semitonium cum Diapente. © 

| Bur yetas Plants ſaith, Nature thirſting afterknowledge, is alwayes defirous toinnent 
and fecke more,by the wittie conceit (Which I haueſeene. and not altogerher ro bedifalow- 
cd) of our molt famous countriman M*. Mathias Maſon Luteniit,and one of the Groomes 
of his Mateſties moſt honourable Priuie- Chamber, (as'it hath bentold me.)inuented three 
frets more, the which were madeof wood, and glued vpon the belly,and trom thence a- 
bout ſome tew yceres after, by the French Nation, the neckesot the Lures werelengrhned, 
and thereby increaſed two frets more, ſo as allrhoſe Lutes whichare molt receined and 
difired, are of renne frets, Now to place thele frets aright, whereby wee may make vie of 
theſe various ſounds by them cauſed, there is two wayes: the one 15 the deuine ſence of 
Hearing, which thoſe that be skiltull doe moſt vie, and according to the opinion of the 
Stotks, is a Spirit reaching from the Vnderſtanding to the Eares,and thereby (after the 
Inſtrument is tuned open)doeſert them in their order; yetas Caluiſwues in 42 initio &> progreſiu 
 Muſuts faith, the ſence of Hearing of all others deceiueth moſt, and cannot difcerne and 
iudge of the ſounds in the ſmaller Interuals. To this agreeth YVa/fa Placentinms in lib.2, 
cap.3.of hs Muficke, wherein hee writeth that thoſe ſounds multbe cenſured andponde- 
red with naturall Inſtruments, and not by the Eares, whoſeiudgemenris dull, bur by wit 
and reaſon. 7 

Now the certaintie thereof was firſt found out (as Perris Comeſter in Hiſtoria Scholaſtica 

faith) by Tbals waighing of his brother Twbals Hammers: but moſt Aurhorsatrribute this 
. vnto Prthazoras, (the fonne of Mneſarchis aSamian borne) the firft author of rhe nameof 

Philoſophie, who flourithed in the time of Cambices king of Perſia, ſeauenty yeeres after 
the captiuitie of Babilon ended:when T; gt ng" ſaperbus the laſt King of the Romaines 
raigned: morethen fixe hundred yeeres after the deſtruQtion of Troy; and five hundred 
vecres before the birth of Chriſt, and the manner of it was thus, Pxth1go745 ſearching at- 
rer 2 certaine diſtance of Interuals, left the judgement of the Eares, and went to the rules 
of Reaſon: for hee would notgiue credit ro mans Eares, which are chaunged partly by 
Narure, partly by outward accidents : as for example, let a companieof Luteniſts, Violiſts, 
&c. which be {kilfull, play eachafter other,and you ſee every one as the Inſtrument com- 
meth to him, Tune according to the indgement of his owne Eare. Beſides, Pithagor4s was 
giucn to no Inſtruments, amongſt which commonly there groweth muca yarieue and 
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| belonging to Lute-playing. 


Tone from A. Fiftly,diuide the diſtance from N. to A. intotwo parts, therethe firſt part 
ſheweth you rhe firſt fret, ſounding a Dzateſſaron: inthatplace alſo ſer a pricke,and vpon ir 
thelecter F.The fixr fret which is a G. muſt be placed juſt in the middeſtberwixt F. and 7, 
which maketh a Semidjapente.Scucnthly,diuidethe diſtance fromtheletter B.to 4.inthree 
parts,which being done, meaſure from the B,vpwards foure timesand an haltfe,and char wil 
giue you the thir( fret,ſounding a Semiditone:mark that alſo with a prick,& ſer thereon the 
etter D.thenſetthe fourth fret tuſt in the middle,the which wil bea perfeGt ditone:then rake 
one third part from B. tothe Bridge,and that chird part from B.maketh Zwhich foundeth 
Semitonium cum Dzapentethen take a third part from the Fridge to C, and that third part 
maketh E.which ſoundeth Tons cum dzapente,or an Hexachordo mator.Then take one third 
part from D.to the Bridge, and that third part from D.maketh Zawhich ſoundeth 7:toxus 
cum Diapente. Now take your L vr, and lay it vpon a Table vpright, and fer the Ruler 
edgewiſc, betweenethenut and the bridge,and thereby ſet little marks ypon thenecke of 
the [n{tr1:necnt even with thoſe on the ruler,becaule thoſe are the places on which your 
frers muititand, 
Thus haue you the perfe placing of your ten frets, which taketh away that ſcruple 

by whicti many are decciued, when they tay the frets arc talſe.Note here alſo,wee doe not 
try the frets, as wee triethe ſtrings : but (now knowing their places) ſize them rightly,for 
which any kinde of itring will ſerue, I meane whether they be true or falſe, new or old, 
onely take heed that you ſet nor a great fret where a ſmall one ſhould be,& fo by contrary: 
for cuery tret doth ſerueasa Xagade: therefore doe this; letthe two firſt frets neereſt the

for Viols, or any other kinde of Inſtrument whereon frets are tryed. 


Of Tunins the Lute. $ 
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Eing there is ſuch Symphonie by Antiphonie, which proceedeth through the winding 

vp and letting down of the ſtrings,as is aboucſaid,and therein affirmed by Plut.arch,to 
be one kinde of wiſedome, which (faith he) is called Mv s 1c xe. Iwiſh thoſe who aflume 
vato themſclues the name of Mailter,(by inſtructing of others) to prouide and finde our 
ſome good and neceſſary rules tor the tuning of the vr+,not onely for their owneeale, 
but alio forthe Scholers preſent good, becauſe itis moſt needfull. Againe, though the 
Maiſter be neuer ſo diligent, pamefull.and induftrious,yetthree things are required inthe 
Scholer, neccſlary tor the obtaining thereof, viz. Nature, Reaſon, and Vie: becaulc this 
Harmony dependeth of Science and humane Art, whichthe vnderſtanding retainethby 
Muſicall habit. And from hence it is,that in Mvs1cxz not onely the fenſe,bur allo vn- 
derſtanding 15 weakened. VWheretore I exhort all Practitioners on this Inſtrument ro 
the learning of their Pricke-ſong, alſo to vnderſtand the Elements and Principles of 
that knowledge, as an eſpeciall great helpe, and excellent worker in this Science, and 
{ooneartained, it che Teacher be skilfull ro inſtruR aright : for which purpoſe I did late- | 
ly ſet forth the Worke of that moſtearned Andreas Ornithoparens his Micrologus, in 
the Engliſh tongue Allo the duty of the]Lute-maſteris roteach them the rv? vpon the 
| Inflrument, that thereby they may both difcerne thoſe degrees which are continuall, 
and alfo thoſe diſcreet Interuals, which belong to the tuning of an Inſtrument. Now 
this intelleR appeareth vnto vs commonly by the ſubtile ſenſe of Hearing ( which is 
of ſo great price, that Plotinnus, the chicte of the Platonicall familic , makerh it like 
the beautie of the Soule.) For which cauſe, ſome haue ſet forth Rules to approue the 
- agreement of Concords by Vniſons and Octaues, which indeede is true, when the 
Inſtumenr is tuned, but by what order thoſe ſtrings muſt be let vp or downe,to ſhew 


the finding outthereof, I haue nor ſeene declared by any. Therefore according to
